‘blanca, it seems likely the deaths are more 
numerous than stated. He says a large num- 
‘ber of natives entered the town on the pre- 
text of selling corn in the market. At about 
midday they gathered at the harbor and be- 
gan abusing the native guards, and ultimate- 
ly attacked and killed them.

Never before in the history of the depart- 
ment wae there ever witnessed the spectacle 
of an officer not only publicly disgraced but 
stripped of his insignia of office, escorted out 
of the building by the inspector of police, and 
booted down the steps into the streets amid 
the jeers and hoots of a crowd of policemen 
and bystanders. 

The degradation of the convicted * cop” 
was typical of the drumming out of a regi- 
ment of a diggraced soldier, except that the 
drums were lacking and instead of marching 
straight, with shoulders thrown back and 
eyes to the front, he slouched Along with a 
purly air, seemingly unmindful of his shame. 


Scene Never Before Equaled. 


It was way back in 1875 when Roundsman 
Thomas Burns and Patrolman White were 
dismisse@ for cowardice, the only other time 
a member of the department was accused of 
lacking in physical courage, but when they 
were ushered into private life there was no 
such scene as that enacted today in the trial 
room. 

Gen. Bingham, having been a soldier, had 
his own idea as to the proper punishment to 
be meted out to a coward. He ordered In- 
spector Walsh, who prosecuted the accused 
officer, to tear Policeman Walsh's shield 
from his coat, and when the badge of office 
had been taken from the copper the Gen- 
eral thundered out that his buttoms be ripped 
of. The inepector started to do this, but 
found it no easy matter. The brass buttons 
were fastened to his blouse with a wire, and 
could not be ripped off. 

Cut them off,“ roared the commissioner, 
“and strip him of everything. He is dis- 
graced.”

Disgraced Copper Cheerful. 

There was suppressed excitement through- 
out the room. Policemen who never before 
witnessed such a scene clutched at the 
benches and leaned forward eagerly to see 
everything and hear ali Commissioner Bing- 
ham hed to say. 

The only person in the trial room who was 
not the least bit moved or ruffled wae the 
disgraced man himself. 

Throughout the proceedings he appeared 
perfectly calm and unconcerned. His fin- 
gers twitched nervously and perspiration 
streamed down his face, but his face showed 
not the slightest sign@hat he was undergoing 
any emotion. Once he smiled faintly at In- 
spector Walsh, who. was trying hard to wrest 
the buttons from his blouse. He seemed 
pleased at the discomfiture of his superior. 


Sorry Man’s Guilt Is Shown. 

When Aaron Levy, who defended Walsh, 
rested his case and summed up for the de- 
fendant, asking that the charges be dia- 
missed on the ground that they had not 
been substantiated, Gen. Bingham glared at 
the accused. 

My cheeks have burned with sheme at 
even the charge of a lack of physical cour- 
age against one of my men, and for the 
last three days I have been through the 
most distressing case I have had to do with 
in years. It is not necessary to ask me to 
give a man every chance to prove himself 
innocent of such a grave charge as this. 


For years I have been used to command 


men. My experience and my conscience 
éompel me to give any one of my men the 
fullest opportunity to clear himself. I rank 
myself with my men, and to think that one 
of them should even be accused fills me with 
shame and sorrow. 

80 1 have given the defense every chance to 
prove this man innocent. I have carefully 
gone over the evidence and I regret to say 
the prosecution has proved fts case. It has 
clearly established that this accused man 
who started in to do his duty wilted when 
he got close to shot. It is no time for a 
policeman to stagger when he finds him- 
self in danger unless he is unconscious, At 
the first sign of danger the man lost his 
Wits and losing one’s wits in the face of 
danger is cowardice. I sustain the charges 
and find Walsh guilty of cowardice and 
sentence him to be dismissed from the force 
tmmediately. And God knows I am sorry 
tor the man.“ 


Talks of Need of Bravery. 


When the disgraced man was dragged 
from the room Commissioner Bingham sum- 
moned all the policemen in the room to come 
up close to the bench and listen to what he 
had to say. There was a tremor in his voice, 
and his eyes glistened with tears. For afew 
moments he gat motionless and gased at the 
men in front of him. Wher he did speak 
he said:

AMERICAN CALLS IT J OKE. 
Philadelphian Says Position Is a Rest- 


» ful One, if Undignified. 


Philadelphia, Pa., July 81.—[Special.J— 
Dr. Josef Garzourka of Budapest says Amer- 
ican women cross their legs too much. The 
practice makes them nervous, he declares, 
and generally undermines their health. Dr. 
Garzourka is touring the world in the inter- 
est of science and reached Philadelphia to- 
day after a week's stay in New York. 

Imagine, said he, sitting in a car and 
seeing a comely young woman cross her legs 
in such a manner that one of the limbs fs 
displayed sometimes to the knee. In no 
country on the continent can women be seen 
sitting in public with their legs crossed 80. 
To me it is astounding. I have observed it 
in New York, and here in Philadelphia it 10 
also the custom. I am given to understand 
it is sd all ver America. No wonder your 
women are nervous. Such positions as they 


cause to undermine their nerves and health. 

“In Hungary the women sit up straight 
and erect. They do not lean against things. 
They do not like rocking chairs. The Ameri- 
dan women seem to like nothing but easy 
lounging chairs.

TRAGIC END TO HORSE RACE: 
ALDERMAN DIES AFTER WINS. | 


Excitement of Pittsburg Matinee Con- 
test Causes Demise of John William 
Neff, Politician of Smoky City: 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 31.—[8peciai.]—Com- 
ing under the wire in a neck and neck mile 
racé, John William Neff, a prominent politi- 
clan and horseman and alderman from the 
Thirteenth ward, died a few minutes later 
from heart fallure caused by the excitment 
of the contest. 

Neff was one of the participants in the mati- 
née races held on the oval at Schenley park. 
He was driving his mare, Mollie M., in the 
first heat of the fifth race. The horses were 
well matched and thé result was in doubt all 
the way until the finish. Neff urged the mare 
all the way around and won the race by the 
narrowest margin.

James B. Duke Pumps Dry New 
Jersey’s Second Stream.

WOOLEN MILLS CANNOT RUN. 


Plant Employing 1,000 Hands Suspends 
Until Bridal Pair Leave. 


New York, July 81.—[Special.}]—In an et- 
fort to make his 2,000 acre park look like a 
fairyland for his bride during their honey- 
moon, James B. Duke pumped the Raritan 
river dry at Somerville, N. J., and stopped 
the operation of the Raritan woolen mills, 
the largest industry there, which depend 
on the stream for its water supply. 

Duke has on his estate artificfal lakes cov- 
ering several hundred acres, besides innumer- 
able fountains and waterfalls. All of these 
are supplied with water from the Raritan 
tiver by means of a great pumping plant 
with a capacity of many millions of gallons 
a day, which recently was installed on the 
river bank above the woolen mills. 

In honor of the bride in order that the foun- 
ta'ns be made to shoot their sprays high, the 
lakes were filled to overflowing and cascades 
dashed with unusual volume over the rocks 
and the pumps were kept pumping night 
and day to keep up the display, but all the 
while the Raritan river, which is the second 
greateet watershed in New Jersey, kept 
dwindling: until only a tiny stream found its 
way through its great bed. The intake of 
the Raritan woolen mills was left dry; and 
there searcely was enough water in the 
wells to supply the big boilers of the mill. 

The Raritan Woolen mills are owned by 
the Dinstein estate and employ more than 
one thousand operatives. While the maa- 
agers of the mill were inclined to do all they 
could to honor Duke's bride, they suddenly 
were confronted by a business proposition 
which led them to summon Manager Smith 
of the Duke estate to look over the situation. 

Mr. and Mré Duke had just left the estate 
for a three weeks’ auto tour, and the manager 
decided there was no need to prolong the dis- 
play and agreed to stop thé drain from the 
river and give the mille 4 fair share of the 
water. The Duke pumping plant will be closed 
down dt midnight tonight and the river will 
be allowed its normal flow for several days

TREAT ILL AT PUBLIC COST? | 


British Medical Body Supports 
Dr. Newsholme’s Idea. 


TRIALS OF PHYSICIAN CITED 


Municipal Health Service Advocated as 
Part of Plan. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, July 81.—The British Medical 
association, now in session at Exeter, prac- 
tloally unanimously supported the contention 
of Dr. Newsholme that sick people ought to 
be treated at public expense. 

Dr. Newsholme said the doctor’s work 
now is done under conditions involving the 
petty worries of fee collection, stress of 
competitive commercialiam, and the sweat- 
ing of thé profession by hospitals, friendly 
societies, and similar organizations. A sys- 
tem to insure early recognition and proper 
treatment of all disease at the expense of the 
community would justify itself economically 
by a reduction in sickneas and inefficiency. 

A municipal medical service would be justi- 
fied as a branch of the general system of 
preventive medicine. The whole trend of 
things now is toward the establishment of 
t such à service, increasing the number. of 
cases treated at voluntary or state alded in- 
' stitutions.

SHUTS FRONT DORON DOCTOR 


Newark, N. J., Landlord Makes 
Rule That Leads to Court. 


MEDICO ROUGHLY HANDLED. 


Fight Occurs When Owner of Building | 
Hears Idea Ridiculed. 


New York, July 81. —[Special. ]—Should a 
physician in calling on a patient enter oy the 
front or the rear door? This question was 
argued by Dr. A. D. Ballentine and John Mee- 
han, a landlord of Newark, and resulted in 
the physician being roughly handled. The 
outcome is a suit for $5,000 which: will be 
brought tomorrow morning against Meehan. 

In his complaint, drawn by Eugene Dotto, 
a Newark lawyer, the doctor, who is one of 
the leading physicians of the city, alleges 
that he was called to 118 Deckerson street 
last Friday afternoon to attend Mr. Bunhag, 
who was ill. He entered the house by the 
front entrance. As he left the tenants on the 
firet floor informed him the landlord would 
“kick up a rumpus” if he caught a doctor 
entering the house by the front door. 

The doctor replied that he never would 
enter the home of a patient by a rear door. 
At that moment the landlord appeared and 
heard'the doctor's remarks. A controversy 
arose, during which, the doctor alleges, Mee- 
han tried to throw him off the porch. 

The doctor sues on the ground that he has 
many patients in the neighborhood and feels 
his professional reputation and usefulness 
have suffered from his experience with the 
landlord. 

The medical. fraternity of New York is 
much interested in the coming suit, as there 
have been several attempts in certain parts 
of the city to class physicians with tradesmen 
and compel them to enter houses, when on 
professional calls, by the back entrance.

Mutilated Body Found Float- 
ing in Water at South 
Bay, Staten Island. 


CLEW IN AREAWAY CRIVE 


Police Give Three Men the 
„Third Degree,“ but.Learn 
Little from Them. 


New York, July 31.—[Speclal. I- What may 
be evidence of another brutal murder of a 
woman was the finding this morning in the 
water at South Bay, Staten Island, of part 
of the trunk of a woman. The flesh, only a 
little of which still clings to the bones, was 
ravaged and mutilated, showing that the 
mysterious piece of a human torso had been 
water washed for at least two months. 

The legs, cut off at the knee joints, give 
evidence of dismemberment by a person with 
a knowledge of anatomy, and the severing 
of the trunk, leaving a part of the backbone 
projecting, also is thought to have been done 
with a knife, 

Whether-the case is another like the Gul- 
@ensuppe affair or the body had been cut up 
accidentally by a propeller or paddle wheel, 
neither the coroner nor Dr. Mord could be 
certain, but they agreed that the conditions 
indicate the body had been cut up with a 
knife by a skilled hand. 


Three Arrests in Areaway Murder. 


Three men were arrested tonight through 
whom the detectives at first believed they 
had at least established the identity of the 
murdered girl whose body was found under 
the steps of an areaway in East Ninetieth 
street yesterday. 

The prisoners, who are charged with being 
suspicious persons, said when shown & pho- 
tograph of the dead girl that they recognized 
the likeness as that of a woman known to 
them. However, when later they were con- 
fronted with the body they declared that they 
had been mistaken and had never before seen 
the features revealed. 

Since the body was found it has lain at the 
morgue unclaimed and unidentified, and the 
detectives’ have divided their energies be- 
tween attempts to learn who the victim was 
and locate the murderer. 

The men arrested tonight are John Knzmi- 
tho, a Russian, who is employed as a watch- 
man; Frank Groveld, a Greek peddler, and 
Peter Custer, a Greek laborer. - 


Police Finally Get Clew. 


After two days and nights of determined 
search the police had unearthed no clew 
when an Informant, whose name is withheld, 
carried to police headquarters a story In- 
volving Kuzmitho. This man said that he 
had, day before yesterday, seen a woman's 
body in a vacant lot near the building which 
Kuzgmitho guarded. As he approached the 
body the watchman also drew near, and the 
informant ran away. He had, however, se- 
cured such a view of the battered and par- 
tially disrobed body as to be able to later 
identify it as that found in the areaway. 
Fear had restrained him when first prompted 
to tell the police what he had seen. The 
police easily found Kusmitho, and arrested 
the other men because they were found with 
the watchman and showed a disposition to 
hurry away. 

Shown a likeness of the body, the men, in 
separate interviews, said the woman had 
been known to them and had often stopped 
over night at Kuzgmitho’s lodgings. She 
had called there on Saturday night and staid 
until Sunday morning. That night she re- 
turned, but was not allowed to remain over 
— Kusmitho said he did not see her 
again 


“Third, Degree” Is Fruitless. 

The prisoners were given a third degree 
ordeal which included a view of the body. At 
the morgue they declared the body was not 
that of the woman known to them. They 
were held for further examination tomor- 
row. 

The autopsy today revealed the degenerate 
nature of the murderer. Coroner’s Physician 
Lehane says that he must have been of un- 
usual strength. The clutches of his fingers 
broke the ligaments of both legs, and the 
flesh of the neck. The boay was also hacked 
with a knife. It wasconclusively showmthat 
the woman had been eighteen or twenty 
hours without food before she was killed. 
The circumstance suggested that she was 
imprisoned somewhere before an end was 
made of her. 

No trace had been found tonight of the 
murderer of Sophie Kehrer, the Buffalo wom- 
an, who was also strangled Monday night. 

Constable Otto Henry at Verplanck, N. Y., 
telephoned Lieut. Herlihy, in charge of the 
detective bureau, tonight, that he had ar- 
rested a German who he believes is Joseph 
Girard, wanted for the murder of Gussie 
Pfeiffer in the Bronx two years ago. The 
Pfeiffer girl was mutilated and strangled.

DRUGGIST REFUSES SYRINGE. 


Youth Unable to Be Treated at Store 
to Which He Is Taken. 


A country boy's ambitions came to an end 
between two rapidly moving City railway 
street cars yesterday evening in State street.

Cries Rise from Under Trucks. 


In the middle of the street intersection the 
motormen brought their cars toa stop. For 
a moment muffled cries of pain came from 
under the trucks, while an excited crowd 
of men ran around the cars and crawled on 
their hands and knees in efforts to locate the 
victim. : 85 

Motorman F. A. Langhart of the north- 
bound car started to draw ahead, but the 
crowd stopped him, crying out that the man 
was under the wheels. Until this was dis- 
proved they refused to allow the car to be 
moved. With it out of the way the crushed 
body of, the rapid transit victim was picked 
up and carried into the Public Drug store 
at 150 State street. 

Women whose curiosity had been too much 
for their discretion staggered away with 
their hands to their eyes as the train crew 
and the licemen carried the ynconscious 
youth out of the crowd which by this time 
filled the street. 

In the drug store the young man revived 
and gave his name, Saying that he was an 
art student. Dr. D. M. Olkon, a dentist at 
208 Wabash avenue, endeavored to attend to 
him while the police ambulance was on the 
way. 

Store Refuses Use of Instrument. 
The crowd of curious and sympathetic peo- 
ple blocking the sidewalk outside soon had a 
new. reason for working themselves up into 
indignation. Dr. Olkon came out to report 
that the drug store managen had refused to 
allow him the use of a hypodérmic syringe to 


relieve the suffering of the young man. 


“I offered to pay for the needle and the 
morphine,” he gaid. ‘ They wanted to know 
who was to pay for the syringe. They said 
they were not disposing of their goods with- 
out pay in advance. I tried to tell them that 
the syringe would not be injured and that I 
would pay for everything that was used. I 
didn’t have the money to buy the whole out- 
fit. So the boy hasn't had any morphine.” 

Not Gi Things Away. 

The manager of. drug store, who said 
it was not the policy of the company to have 
the employés spéak for publication, ex- 
plained the physician's statement. 

Woe are not in the habit of giving mer- 
chandise away.“ he said. ‘‘ The physician 
was told to buy the syringe and charge it to 
the City railway company. @ don’t give 
things away. If he hed been much of a phy- 
sician he would have had a syringe with him. 
There was no emergency, and the boy, who 
displayed great courage and nerve, ordered 
the man not to give him anything of the 
kind. In view of what the yo man said. 
we do not feel that we can be criticised for 
not giving, a man who says he is a doctor an 
article he ought to have had with him.“ 


Due to Too Much Speed. 

‘ Young Sergeant’s accident was the result 
ot the efforts of the City railway management 
to make quick time through the loop district. 
The southbound train was taking the Mon- 
roe street crossing at about the same rate of 
speed maintained in the middle of the block. 

The police who investigated the accident 
agreed that from the statements of the eye 
witnesses no particular blame could be at- 
tached to the motormen, who were only main- 
taining the pace which has been scheduled 
for the City railway cars.

Opportunities for Men Limited and 
Many Women Are Single. 


Because Evanston has a wide reputation as 
a quiet, classic center it has become an ideal 
home for unprotected women.

FOR WHOM DOES PARKE AOT? 


Examination of Books Said to Be Not 
Ordered by the Company. 


J. B. Hogarth, 3827 Grand boulevard, whe 
was dismissed: from the position of secre- 
tary and auditor of the Chicago City rail- 
way in a summary manner on Tuesday, dis- 
played a great reticence as to the reason 
for his discharge when inquiries were made 
yesterday. 

Together with J. P. Fonda, the former 
assistant auditor; Chief Clerk A. L. Dewey, 
and Stenographer Fountain, who came under 
the ax of President T. E. Mitten at the same 
time, Mr. Hogarth seemingly considered 
that the case was one which it was advis- 
able to refrain from talking about. 

Over the telephone from his residence his 
answer to questions was crystallized into 
the answer: 

“TI can’t say anything—not a word.” 

“For the Good of the Service.” 

President Mitten assured inquirers that 
the dismissal of Mr. Hogarth and his asso- 
clates was “for the good of the service” 
and a matter of administration.” He sald 
that, as it was a “ family affair,”’ he did not 
feel Uke talking about it. 

When asked about the part that F. K. 
Parke, secretary of the board of supervising 
engineers provided for by the new traction 
ordinance, played in securing the dismissals, 
Mr. Mitten said that Mr. Parke was not an 
employé of the company and that he was 
looking over the books: simply in his ca- 
pacity as a public accountant. It was under- 
stood that Chief Clerk Dewey’s sentence of 
dismissal had been changed to “ suspen- 
sion,” and that there had been a conference 
of the discharged ones, but this was not 
verified fully. 


Parke Knows, but Won’t Tell. 

Mr. Parke, when seen at the offices of the 
board of supervising engineers in the Bor- 
land building, said that he knew allabout the 
reason for the dismissals, thet it would seem 
to be a small reason to the public, but that 
he wouldn't tell. He sald that he was not ex- 
amining the books on behalf efther of the 
board he works for or for the company. 

„J have a business of my own as a public 
acoountant.“ he explained. “ You might as 
well ask a priest to tell the secrets of the 
confessional.”’ 

According to a well informed man, one line 
of information that came out of the com- 
pany’s offices was to the effect that Mr. 
Parke was there on business of the board, 
and found something in the books that he 
didn’t like. Also, it was asserted that he had 
been asked to supervise temporarily the ex- 
pert work of auditing the books.

Theory That Wife Was Smoth- 


ered Latest to Enter Into 
Baffling Mystery. 


[BY A STAPY CORRESPONDENT } ; 
Clinton, III., July 31.—[Special. }—More mys- 
tery than ever was thrown about the deatk of 
Mrs. Pet" Magill today by the preliminary 
report of Drs. J. A. Wesener and Adolf Gehr- 
man of Chicago on the autopsy held over the 
vital organs. 

The report which reached the office of 
State’s Attorney A. F. Miller during the after- 
noon stated that while there Was abundant 
evidence of arseriic and definite traces of 
chloroférm in the lung tissue, no adequate 
pathological cause for the death of the wom- 
an had been discovered. The theory of arsen- 
ical poisoning was eliminated by the fact 


poison. 

On the chance of still Anding sufficient 
chloroform or other poisons to eause death, 
physicians. are making a final test, which 
will not be completed for sometime. Until it 
is the exact cause of Mrs. Pet Magill’s 
death will not be known. 


Smothered Is Latest Theory. 

The story of Fred H. Magill, the woman's 
husband, who the state’s attorney declares 
will be indicted for her murder tomerrow, 
was that she committed suicide by taking 
chloroform and that he found her with her 
head in a bow! of the liquid. ‘The physicians’ 
report is that she did not die by inhaling 
this poison so far as they have been able 
to determine. — 

How then did she die? Was she smoth- 
not been detected? The states attorney, 
effort to obtain evidence against Magill, the 
detectives on the case, and the special grand 
jurymen all are in a quandary tonight, but 
these are the two chief questions asked. ° 

Mr. Miller today admitted he had received 
a note from the physicians on Tuesday, in 
which he was told that no strychnine was 


told about the elimination of arsenic, but the 
impression still remained that death was 
caused by chloroform. That impression 
was also removed today beyond all ques- 
tion.

E. B. Bentley, editor of the Public, t ad 
that Magill told him of giving his wif eer 
the night she die@. Magill had said, accord- 
ing to Bentley, he poured two glasses, but 
did not drink his own, as it did not taste good 
to him.

Lawyer R. A. Lemon, attorney for the de- 
fense, was called into the grand jury room 
today, and asked to produce the letters left 
by Mrs. Magill in which she declared her in- 
tention of killing herself. He refused, but 
later changed his mind and produced a 
photographic copy of one letter, the one 
found on her dress directing attention to the 
other five letters. He would not allow the 
jury to study this letter long, and a spat 
ensued. Mr. Lemon also refused to produce 
Marguerite Magill, the missing daughter. 
Frank Rogers, a cab driver, testified to drtv- 
ing Marguerite and Frank Lemon, a son of 
the attorney, from Bloomington in a cab 
Monday night. The girl was taken to 
Lemon’s residence, where she remained until 
Wednesday night. She was taken to the 
residence of Ed Freudenstein, and last night 
transferred to Attorney John Fuller’s house. 
The grand jury will finish its work by to 
morrow night, but may not report until Fr..

“Public necessity, as he has viewed and 
understood public needs, has fitted well the 
president's peculiar temperament and it will 
indeed be surprising if these do not at times 
lead him into error. 

“Before we adopt the view of absolute 
power, of the federal government to prohibit 
shipment of goods in interstate trade arbi- 
trarily and for any reason that may seem 
sufficient to congress, it seems to me we 
ought to thoughtfully consider and weigh 
well the effect of the admission we are asked 
to make. If this power does exist,. it is cer- 
tainly a newly discovered power. 


Says Power Is Dangerous, 


A for myself, I believe that no such 
grant of power is made by the constitution. 
I regard it as a dangerous power, far reach- 
ing in its evileffects.

PIANIST WOLFSOHN IS DEAD. 


Chicago e Unable to Re- 
eover After Operation. 


CLOSE FRIEND OF THOMAS. 


Ghve~Early Aid to Orchestra; Pre- 
sented Beethoven Bust to City.

_ Carl }Wolfsohn, one of Chicago's best 
‘known musicians, died Tuesday at West End. 
N, J. Three months ago an operation was 
‘performed on Mr. Wolfsohn at the Michael 
Reese hospital in this city and soon after- 
ward he went to New Jersey to recuperate, 
but his advanced age was against him and 
the end wWwus not unexpected. 

Mr. Wolfsohn was born at Alzey, Ger- 
many, Dee. 14, 1834. Prior to his taking 


up his dence in the United States Mr. 
Wolfsohn had studied the piano under Aloys 
'} Séhtiifit at Frankfort, making his début as 


a Concert ‘pianist in 1848. After making a 
tour through Rhenish Bavaria, Mr.:Wolf- 
sohn Went to London, and two years later, 
in 1854, moved to America. He came to 
Chicago from Philadelphia in 1870. 


Close Friend of Thomas. 

When engaged in giving a series of cham- 
ber concerts in Philadelphia Mr. Wolfsohn 
first met Theodore Thomas. They became 
close friends immediately, Mr. Thomas as- 
sisting in some of the concerts. With his 
orchestra Mr. Wolfsohn went to San Fran- 
cisco in 1870, accompanying Wienlawsk!i, 
and on his return stopped off in Chicago to 
visit Henry Greenebaum, then a banker 
here. Mr. Greenebaurh induced Wolfsohn 
to become a resident of Chicago. 


Gave Beethoven Bust to City. 

Mr. Wolfsohn was a devoted admirer of 
Beethoven and hig music, and one af his first 
acts in Chicago Was to bring about the or- 
ganization of a Beethoven society, similar 
to one he had formed in Philadelphia. Later 
he presented to the city a bust of Beethoven, 
which was placed im Lincoln park. 

He was one of the first contributors to the 
Theodore Thomas orchestra and took à great 
interest in ite welfare. Several years

Mrs. Parsons Plan Indorsed.

Parsons, J. H. Schmidt, editor of the bakers’ 
organ and treasurer of the defense fund, 
said: 

“It is absolutely necessary to continue 
this conference. Steve Adams and Moyer 

must not be forgotten. Orchard betrayed his 
brother in order to receive a silk cord rather 
than a jute . The laboring class is a 
power when unified. Let us continue in the 
work of unifying the worker there shall 
be no organisations of socialists, anarchists, 
or trade unionists, but one organization of 
workingmen.”

Consumers May Be eee in Or- 
der to Increase Wages, - 
DEALERS DENY AGREEMENT. 
* 5 5 
Claim There 1s No Concerted Move- 
ment fer Higher Prices. 


The proposed increase in the price of milk 
from 7 to 8 cents a quart and of cream 
from 8 to 9 cents a half pint is blamed by 
the milk dealers on the demands of their 
employés. 

This situation arisés between Milk Wagon 
Drivers’ union, local 733, and the South Side 
Milk Dealers’ association and Illinois Milk 
Dealers’ association. It is stated that prices 
will be increased at a meeting of the dealers 
in September. The dealers claim to know 
nothing of the plan, while the men at the 
head of local 783 seem to know all about it 
and are free in giving out information, 
Many dealers m they never heard any 
talk of an increase until the drivers began 
to explain how these two dairy products 
were being bought too cheaply. 

Back of the whole talk is a scheme of the 
union heads to have the wages of the drivers 
increased from $65 a month to $25 a week, 
and it is charged they see better chances 
of accomplishing their object if the con- 
sumer is made to give up the additional 
amount. 


Denies Move for High Prices. 

W. B. Wanger, secretary of the Illinois Milk 
Dealers’ association, said:. We have made 
no concerted move to raise prices. The deal- 
ers may increase prices as individuals. There 
is to be no meeting that I have heard of. 
It’s true that our cost of handling the product 
has increased and the demand for milk and 
cream has grown, while the supply has ai- 
minished, but that ig all we know about it.“ 

Camp. secretary of the drivers’ union 
mentioned, said; I suppose the dealers 
wish to increase the price of their product in 
anticipation that the drivers are going to 
demand more pay next April, when the pres- 
ent scale expires. The job is worth at least 
$25 a week. These men have to get out of 
bed between midnight and 2 a. m. and work 
twelve hours. They suffer a loss of 10 per 
cent of their wages through breakage, dead- 
beats and by theft. It means little to the 
consumer, because the average family uses 
no more than one quart of milk a day, and 
that would be a difference of only $3.65.a year. 
The dealers are justified in raising prices.” 


Expect Shea to Succeed Himself. 


One of the largest labor delegations out of 
Chicago will leave over the Wabash next Sat- 
urday morning, when 110 representatives of 
the brotherhood of teamsters depart for the 
international convention at Boston, Mass. 
The local belief is that Cornelius P. Shea will 
succeed himself as president. 

President Margaret Brophy, Secretary 
Anna Willlard, and Organizer Elizabeth Ma- 
loney were yesterday elected as delegates to 
represent the waitresses’ local, 484, at the 
international alliance convention in Toledo, 
O., on Oct. 14. 


Hope to Prevent a Strike.

Cities Plan Alliance. 


CHEAP RATES FROM ‘SOUTH. 


Less than Cent a Mile to Attract Buy- 
‘ers from Lower Mississippi. 


Traffic representatives of commercial and 
manufacturing bodies in all the principal 
cities of the country will meet tomorrow 
morning at the Great Northern hotel to dis- 
euss the formation of an offensive and de- 
. fensive alliance by which the different trade 
centers may keep in touch with one another 
with the view of maintaining an equitable 
freight rate adjustment between important 
markets. 

The meeting is the outcome of the talk of 
years, but the natural selfishness of commer- 
clal centers has prevented any progress be- 
ing made, as the slogan was to do your 
competitor,” and each effort has been short 
lived. The stahd taken by the interstate 
commerce commission on equitable rates and 
the enforcement of the provisions of the 
Hepburn dill have made the advantages 
gained through rebates and secret rates ex- 
ceedingly risky, and the railroads are keep- 
ing within the strict letter of the law. 

E. B. Boyd, traffic manager, Chicago board 
of trade; J. M. Glenn, secretary, Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association; and H. C. Bar- 
low, tranaportation directors Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, have been active in ef- 
forts to bring about the meeting, as they are 
confident the merchants and manufacturers 
will be better protected through. uch an al- 
liance than with every central market fight- 
ing for an advantage that can only beenjoyed 
until the interstate commerce commision 
learns that the arrangement is unfair, 


Low Rates from the South. 


August in the lower Mississipi river states 
is the most trying month of the year. ‘ihe 
merchants practically shut up shop. It is at 
this season the southern merchant goes to 
market, and if Chicago does not have a large 
crowd of southern buyers between Aug. 17 
and Sept. 1 it will not be because of the want 
of a low rate. 

The present round trip rate from New Or- 
leans to Chicago is $83, but on Aug. 17 the II- 
nois Central will make a round trip rate of 
$15, which is less than 1 cent à mile, the 
round trip distance being 1,845 miles. Corre- 
sponding low rates will be made from all 
points on the system south of the Ohio river.

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Window Seat from Old Chairs. 

When you have one of the old fashioned 
walnut parlor chairs with carved legs you 
can, with the addition of a kitchen chair, 
make a neat window seat or couch for a den. 

Remove upholstering and springs from the 
parlor chair. This forms the back, which 
you saw off, and attach the front legs to a 
hollow square, which makes the frame for 
seat. Saw off the pair of front legs just 
where they are joined to side strip, leaving 
what were the front legs and front of seat 
intact. Saw off the back piece of the equare 
where it joins the sides, and you have the 
back legs, separated, but each is attached to 
the side piece which formerly connected 
them with the front. Attach each side piece 
with its corresponding back leg to the front 
so that you have four front legs for your 
settee, the two middle being the former front 
legs of the chair, the two end ones being the 
former back legs. Treat the kitchen chair 
similarly and you have four back legs; stain 
to match-front if possible. Join front to back 
by strip of two by four or other strong pieces; 
nail boards close together for seat. Cover 
with excelsior or old quilt, over which nail, 
with brass tacks, a pretty cover. An old por- 
tiere, cretonne, or even a pretty piece of old 
carpet or rug will do. Let the cover fall over 
in front enough to hide the rough work.

Cut a plain shirt waist out of some white 
lawn; baste, and have carefully fitted by a 
friend or, if necessary, a dressmaker. Mark 
the seams and, notch where they come to- 
gether. Cut back in half and use one front 
and back as your pattern. . Write on it plain- 
ly your waist measure, size of collar and cuff, 
length of sleeve, and’length of back and 
under arm. Tuck your waist material or 
arrange fullness any way you wish; lay on 
pattern and cut out. When you carefully 
mark seams like pattern the waist will need 
no fitting, but can be flnished right up. With 
such a pattern and measurements one can 
make a waist without delays, and it will 
more than pay for the first trouble. 

On the band in back of separate waist sew 
firmly two long eyes, and in corresponding 
places on skirt band sew hooks. Your skirt 
will hook to waist and there will be no un- 
sightly gaps or pins showing.

There was more in the same strain, but they 
wound up magnanimously by offering to 
overlook my offense and retain me at my 
old salary. I incurred their lasting displeas- 
ure when I rejected their offer and accepted 
the Chicago position.
